.News that Vulcan County, one of the first two 
such municipalities set up in Alberta, has passed its 
first milestone is interesting to the general public. 
Vulcan and Grande Prairie counties are being watched 
with more than ordinary interest because, though we 
have been talking the county system for long years, 
these are the “guinea pigs” of a new municipal exper¬ 
iment in Alberta. • 

The fact that Reeve Carlson of Vulcan County 
predicted at the first annual meeting of the ratepayers 
on Saturday last that the county system would be 
province-wide in a few years would indicate that, from 
an administration standpoint, the new plan is working 
out well. He claimed that more efficient service in 
both road maintenance and education is being given 
by bringing both of these under the one elective body 
for administration. As a matter of fact, county roads 
and educadon arc closely linked because the schools 
have become so dependent on the highway for the van 
service w’hich carries the majority of children to the 
large unit schools. 

It is true that many people do not like the change 
made by Alberta putting school administration under 
a committee of the county council. The Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Alliance is dead set against this change, though 
the same electors have in the past elected both school 
boards and municipal councillors, and they will con¬ 
tinue to elect the county councillors. It is the same 
real property too, which bears the taxes for both 
school and municipal puiposes. The change is from 
tradition rather than being fundamental, and it will 
be interesting to see how education fares when the 
body which must bear the responsibility for collecting 
the school taxes also administers their expenditure. In 
any event Vulcan is in the public eye and its success 
or failure as a county will decide whether the system 
is to be extended to the whole Province or to be dis¬ 
carded after a trial. —Lethbridge Herald

Smith, Supervisor of Substations 
for the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station, by taking a series of 
square yard samples from the 
wheat crop in the shelterbolt area 
just before harvest. It was found 
that the yields of wheat were 
higher in the crop adjacent to the 
Texture Celling*—Free Estimate* sheletcrbolts and for a distance 
—FLOOR SANDING — out from the trees. As the dis¬ 

tance out from the trees increas¬ 
ed the yields decreased. The yield 
lesults agreed with general obser¬ 
vations in that the crop for a dis¬ 
tance out from the shelterbolt ap¬ 
peared to be heavier and the tal¬ 
ler the trees were the farther out 
the better crop growth extended. 

The reduction of wind and wat¬ 
er erosion of the soil is the impor¬ 
tant value of properly placed and 
well taken care of shelterbelts. 
Threes planted in rows at right 
angles to th<) prevailing winds re¬ 
duces wind velocity at the soil 
surface and therefore will reduce 
wind erosion of the soil. The win¬ 
ter snow piles up on the leeward 
side of the trees. This piled snow¬ 
melts more slowly in the spring. 
With the slower melting snow 
more water will be absorbed by 
the soil and less water will be cut¬ 
ting across the fields to form gul¬ 
lies and to overflow the creeks 
end rivers.
